[juncture it is not unprofitable to 
‘witness the change in the orien- 
tation of Japanese policy, and 
the manufacture of new reasons 
for that country’s adventures in 
Manchuria and Shanghai. An 
attempt is now being made by 
writers of high authority 
Japan to preach two doctrines, 
‘which are in reality but one— 
Asia for the Asiatics and the 
establishment of a Japan 
Monroe Doctrine over Asia. Vis 
count Kaneko puts forward the 
latter basing it upon a conversa 
tion many years ago with Pre- 
sident Roosevelt, while the editor 
Jof the “Diplomatic Review” a

At the time this 
article was being written there 
jseemed every prospect that the 
remainder of the day would 
Pass off without anything in the 
fnature of serious trouble, There 
is no reason whatever why the 
[Chinese should not observe their 
days of humiliation, especially 
Jwhen the observance is of a loss 
which might possibly have been 
avoided by wiser counsels in the 
ast, and if such celebrations are 

solely for the purpose of 
bringing home to the populace 
lat large the seziousness of zhei 
leountry’s losses there can be 
Nittle objection to them. The 
danger was that in the en- 
jthusiasm of their self-imposed 
\day of grief they might have been 
Jed into courses which could 
Jonly have led to unfortunate con-

Happily that has not oceurrp: 
ja fact upon which the authori 
ties responsible as well as the 
People themselves, who have 
shown a great ' amount of 
restraint, deserve every con- 
jgratulation, From that, how- 
ever, 
which all sections of the varie- 
gated public which goes to 
form Shanghai might very well 
derive a-lesson. It is that so 
long as the necessary safeguards 
jare availed of early enough it is 
possible to educate residents of 
ithe foreign areas and their 
Jenvirons to the knowledge that:

is because of the lack of unity in 
the government of this country,

FRANCE REPLIES 
Sept. 14 

‘The French reply to the Gers 
many Note on the subject of 
armament, the full text of which 
appears elsewhere, is along the 
ines indicated by the leading 
article of the “North-China Daily 
News” on Friday last. The effect 
of the remarkably "long, and 
Feasoned document is that Ger- 
many’s demand can only bo 
considered by all the signatories 
to the Treaty of Versailles, and 
that it is not a matter that ewn 
be decided either unilaterally or 
jeven by the Disarmament Cone 
ference on which are sitting re- 
presentatives of countries nob 
signatories to the Treaty invoke 
ed. Basing its answer upon a 
letter written by the chairman 
lof the Peace Conference in which 
it was stated that “No change 
{in the constitution of armaments 
fixed by the Treaty shall be por= 
mitted until Germany is admitted 
to the League which will be em- 
powered to consort. to stich 
modifications as appear desir- 
ble,” France maintains that the 
solo’ judge of the matter is the 
League and that it is before that 
body that she will discuss, if 
necessary the reasons why ‘she 
fs opposed to German. re-arma- 
ment, This Inst word is. signi- 
ficant, for basing her contention 
jon recent utterances of the 
Minister of the Reichswehr it is 
Pointed out that Germany in fact 
ims the right to. means of 
aerial combat, tanks, heavy, 
artillery, anti-aireratt guns, sube 
marines, aircraft carriers and 
battleships, which it is pointed 
Jout falls nothing short of full 
re-arming. 

It is clear that if permission 
were extended to Germany to the 
jextent of the desires of the 
Minister of tho Refchswehr a 
change in the existing balance 
jof armaments in Europe would 
be brought about, of so funda- 
mental a nature,” that the old 
farmament race,” with all the 
Jhideous consequences it entailed 
before, would be again embarked 
on, and the populations of 
Europe would have. additional 
burdens placed on them, which in 
present conditions would be in- 
Rolerable. It is, further, rightly 
pointed out that the extension of 
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German claims to maritime con- 
struction would bring into issue 
the entire naval status, of the 
Powers who have already reach- 
ed certain agreements on the 
‘subject of limitation, and hope 
to do still more. What is made 
more remarkable by the sub- 
stance of the French reply, 
though not there referred to, is 
the time at which Germany has 
put forward her demands. A 
nation which but a short year 
‘ago claimed it was on the verge 
‘of bankruptcy, unable to meet its 
obligations under the modifica- 
tions of the Peace Treaty, and 
which within the past few days 
has embarked upon a prosperity 
campaign ealeulated to involve it 
in an expenditure of something 
in, the neighbourhood of Mks. 
2,200,000,000, is now seeking to 
‘obtain powers to commence a 
re-armament programme, which. 
if granted, would enable Gi 
many to embark upon addition 
spending the limits of which 
cannot easily be foreseen. It is 
not possible to believe that Ger- 
many is asking merely for per- 
mission in principle: it is clear 
from the speeches of some of her 
Ministers that once that per- 
mission is obtained it will be 
availed of, and a disturbing 
factor brought into the main- 
‘tenance of the balance of power| 
which must tend to diminish

Institute has been lent to the com 
mittee to houge destitute Russians, 
Jand there can be found from the 
finiest tots up to old age.

Renowned Missionary 


and Author Dies in 


California at Age of 87 


‘The long and active life of a 
great man, a writer and friend of 
‘the Chinese people came to an end 
on August 31 at his home in Pil- 
grim Place, Claremont, Californi 
when Dr. Arthur Henderson Smith 
passed away at the age of 87, 

‘The late Dr. Smith was one of the 
best known in China 
and his. activities ‘mission 
field were rivalled by his writings 

ineluded a number of books, 
two of which “‘Chinese Character- 
istics” and "Village Life in China” 
axe now text, books on Chinese life. 
During ‘his long service in China 
Dr, Smith. contributed extensively 
to the columns of the ““North-China 
Daily News” and many of his en- 
lightening sketches on Chinese life 
formed the basis of “Chinese Char- 
























alertness, until July 29 when a 
den attack of the heart gave 
ing of serious trouble.

A little careful 
thought will demonstrate — quite 
clearly that those in glass-houses 
should not throw stones and that 
many of those employed to-day may 
at any time join the ranks of those 
at present workless.

With the official announcement of 
the figures concerning Canadian ex- 
ports of wheat during the crop 
year 1931-32, the port of Vancouver 
har been ‘confirmed in its postion 

‘the leading shipping point for 
this product. During the twelve 
‘months ending July 31 there passed 
through the Lion’s Gate over 75,- 
000,000 bushels of the golden grain, 
‘an ‘increase of 2,760,000 bushels 
over the preceding ' year. The 
‘clearances froni Vancouver were 
very nearly equal to half of the 
whole year's export of Canadi 
wheat, which amounted to 172,000, 
000 bushels. 

Meanwhile Montreal cleared 58,- 
800,000 bushels; St. John, New 
Brunswiel 000; Sorel, Quebec, 
4,100,000; Nova’ Scot 
77,000; “Quebec City, 1,000, 
Churchill,“ Manitoba, “644,000

Now it ap- 
pears that the vast water powe 
industry is facing some of the 
same difficulties and dangers that 
beret the newsprint industry several 
years ago, and have been intensified 
by the severe curtailment of gen- 
eral business. 

The tremendous speeding up of 
new installations for the producti 
of hydro-electric power began in 
1928, corresponding with -the wide 
expansion of the newsprint industry. 
Between 1923 and 1930 the install. 























ed capacity increased by neatly 
3,000,000 horse-power; of this the 
newsprint industry, the new alum. 








ym industry at Arvida, Quebec, 
and several new mines absorbed a.
